It's quite likely that that commission would allocate them to
Douglas County, given the large caseload that they h ave t h er e ,
but that is n ot an absoluterequirement and it would be up to
the commission to decide. In the amended form now it would add
one a d d it i on a l j uven i l e cour t j ud g e . I t h i nk that it is
necessary. I think we need to realize that there is a b a c k l o g
of cases at al l 1 "vels and that litigation is becoming more
complex, more people are resorting to the courts and it's r eal l y
not a question of t rying to r edu c e t h e w or k l o ad f or an y
particular judge, it is a question of reducing the backlog and
cases that do not necessarily get heard. And I t h i nk t h i s wi l l
be one mechanism at making the system a little more efficient, a
little equitable and a little more fair to the parties who will
be involved in the cases that these particular courts will hear.
So I would urge ; ou to vote in favor of LB 147 in its ame nded
f orm. Th a n k y o u .
